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MR. CLAY'S SPEECH, 


At the Public Dinner at Folder's Garden,, 


Lexington, Ky. May 16, 1829. 


[Concluded from our last.]- 


I am aware that the hue acts of ad- 


ministration on which it has been my 
disagreeable duty to animachert {I 
hope v/iihoulgiung pain to any of my 
fello\v-ciiizens, as I most sincerely wish 
to give none) were sustained upon 
some vague notion or purpose of re- 
form. 
And it was remarkable, thai a- 


mong the loudest trumpeters of reform, 
were seme who had lately received ap- 
pointments to lucrative offices. 
Now 


it muse be admitted that, as to them, 
a most substantial and valuable re- 
form hud taken place, but 1 trust thai 
something more extensively beneficial 
to the people at large was intended by 
that sweet sounding word. I know 
that, 
at _ the 
commencement, 
anc 


throughout nearly the whole progress 
of the late administration, a reform in 
the constitution was talked of, so as to 
exclude from public office members oi 
Congress, during the periods for which 
they were elected, and a limited term 
beyond them.. This proposition ap- 
peared 10 be received with much favor, 
•was discussed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, session after session, 
at 


great length, and with unusual elo- 
quence and ability. 
A majority of that 


body seemed disposed to accede to it, 
and I thought for some time, that there 
was high probability of its passage 
at least through that house. Its great 
champion (General Smyth of Virginia) 
pressed it with resolute perseverance. 
But, unfortunately, at the last session, 
after the decision ot the Presidential 
question, it -was manifest that the kind- 
ness with which it had been originally 
received, had greatly abated. Its de- 
termined patron found it extremely 
difficult to engage the House to con- 
sider it. Wheu, at length, he prevail- 
ed by his frequent and earnest appeals 
to get it taken up, new views appeared 
to have suddenly struck the reformists. 
It was no longer an amendment in their 
eyes, so indispensable to the purity oi' 
our constitution ; and the majority 
•which had appeared to be so resolved 
to carry it, now by a direct or indirect 
vote, gave it the go-by. That majori- 
ty, I believe, was composed in part of 
members, who, after the fourth of 
March last, gave the best practical re- 
cantation of their opinions, by accept- 
ing from the new President lucrative 
appointments, in direct opposition to 
the principle of their own amendment. 
And now General Smyth would find it 
even more impracticable to make a- 
mongsl them proselytes, to his conser- 
vative alteration in the constitution, 
than he did to gain any to his Expo- 
sition of the Apocalypse. 


Reform,such as alone could interest a 


•whole people, can only take place in the 
constitution, or lav. s, or poucy 01 the 
government. Xow and then, under ev- 
ery administration, and at all liir.eF, a 
faithless or incompetent oOiccrn.ay be 
disco\ered.who ou.^hi to be displaced.

I believe it would be found that there 
was a larger number of officers under 
the goxernment attached than opposed 
to his late election. 


Further—in the cuse of Mr. Jeffer- 


son's election, it was '.he consequence 
of the people having determined on a 
radical.chan:-;e of sy^iern. 
There was 


a general belief among the majority, 
who brought about the e^ent, that their 
opponents had Aiolatecl the constitu- 
tion in the enactment of the alien and 
sedition laws ; that they had commit- 
ted other great abuses; that SOITIC of 
them contemplated an entire change in 
the character of our government, so as 
to give it a monarchical cast. I state 
the historical fact without intending to 
revive the discussion, or deeming it 
necessary to examine v/hether such a 
design existed or not. 
But those who 


at that day Jid believe it, could hardly 
be expected to acquiesce in the pos- 
session by their opponents, the minor- 
ity of the nation, of ail the offices of a 
government to v. hich some of them 
were believed to be hostile in principle 
The object of Mr. Jefferson was to 
break down a pre-existing monopoly 
in the hands of one party, and to estab- 
lish an equilibrium between the two 
great parties. 
The object of Piesident 


Jefferson was the Republic, and not 
himself. Thil of President Jackson is 
himself and not the State. 


It never \vas advanced under Mr. 


Jefferson's administration, that devo-

without 


which no one could hold or be appoint- 
ed to office. 
The contrast between the 


inaugural speech of that great man, 
and that of his present successor, was 
remarkable in every respect.

son's breathed a spirit of peace. 
It 


breathed a spirit of calm philosophy 
and dignified moderation. 
It treated 


the nation as one family. "We are 
all Republicans, all Federalists." It 
contained no denunciations; no mvste- 
rious or ambiguous language; no re- 
flections upon the conduct of his great 
rival and immediate predeccssor.- 
What is the character of the Inaugu- 
ral speech of the present Chief Magis- 
strate, I shall not attempt to sketch.—• 
Mr. Jefferson, upon the solemn occa- 
sion of his installation into oSice, laid 
clown his rule for appointment to of- 
fice—"Is he honest; ib he capable ; is he 
faithful to the constitution ?'5 But ca- 
pacity and integrity and fidelity, ac- 
cording to the modern rule, appear to 
account for nothing, without the all-ab- 
sorbing virtue of fidelity to President 
Jackson.

were compensated by the superiority 
of qualification on the part of the late 
appointments in comparison with the 
previous. 
But 1 know all four of the 


gentlemen perfectly well, and my firm 
conviction is, that in neither change 
has the public gained any intellectual 
advantage. 
In one of them indeed, the 


victor of Tippacanoe and of Thames, 
of whose gallantry many who are now- 
here were witnesses, is replaced by a 
gentleman who, if he possess one sin- 
gle attainment to qualify hjm for the 
office, I solemnly declare it has escaped 
my discernment. 


There v/as another class'of persons 


whose expulsion from office was mark- 
ed by peculiar hardship and injustice. 
Citizens of the District of Columbia 
are deprived of all actual participa- 
tion in the elections of the U. States.— 
They are debarred from voting for a 
President or any member of Congress. 
Their sentiments, therefore, in relation 
to any election of those officers are per- 
fectly abstract. 
To punish them, as in 


numerous instances has been done, by- 
dismissing them from their employ- 
ments, not for what they did* but for 
what they thought, is a cruel aggrava- 
tion of their anomalous condition. 
I 


know well those who have been dis- 
charged from the Department of Stale, 
and I lake pleasure in bearing testimo- 
ny to their merits. 
Some of them 


would have clone honor to any bureau 
in any country. 


We may worship God according to 


the die tales of our ov/n consciences. No 
man's right in that respect can be cal- 
led in question.

1 will say, with entire sincer- 


ity, that I bhall be most happy to sec 
it sustaining the American System, in- 
cluding Internal Improvements, and 
upholding the established policy of the 
Government at home and abroad.-— 
And 1 shall ever be as reaciv to render 
V 
praise where praise is due, as it is now 
painful to me, under existing circum- 
stances, to participate in the disappro- 
bation which recent occurrences have 
produced. 


No occasion can be more appropn- 


than the present, when surrounded 


by my former constituents, to say a few 
words on the unimportant subject of 
myself. Prior to my return home, I 
had stated, in answer to all inquiries 
whether I should be again presented as 
a candidate to represent my old district 
in the H. of R. that I should come to no 
absolute decision until I had taken time 
for reflection, and to ascertain what 
might be the feelings and wishes of 
those who had so oficn honored me with 
their suffrages. Tjie present represen- 
tative of the district has conducted him- 
self towards me with the greatest libe- 
rality; and I take pleasure now in ma- 
king my public acknowledgments, so 
justly due to him. 
He had promptly 


declined being a candidate, if I would 
offer, and he warmly urged me to offer. 


Since my return home, I have mixed 


as freely as I coukl with my friends and 
fellow-citizens of the district. They 
have met me with the greatest cordial- 
ity. 
Many of them expressed a wish 


ihutlwouk! again represent them.— 
Some of the most prominent and res- 
pectable of those who voted for the 
present Chief Magistrate have also ex- 
pressed a similar wish. 
I have every 


reason to believe that there would be 
no opposition from any quarter or any 


were 1 to offer. 
Bui if I am nol 


greatly deceived in the prevailing feel- 
ing throughout the district, it is one 
more delicate and respectful towards 
me, and I appreciate it much higher, 
than if it had been manifested in loud 
:ails upon me to return to my old post. 
It referred the question to my own so- 
jer judgment. 
My former constitu- 


ents were generally ready to acquiesce 
in any decision I might think it proper 
,o make. If I were to offer for Congress, 
they were prepared to support me with 
heir accustomed zeal and true hearled- 
icss.

>r differed with me in ihe late contest,

I have dc'liberated much on Ihc ques-

My friends in other parts of the

ue at home, for a season, if not during' 
the remainder of my life, among my 
friends and old constituents, cheering 
and cheered by them, and interchan- 
ging all the kind and friendly offices in- 
cident to private life. 
I wished to see 


them all; to shake hands cordially with 
them ; to inquire into the deaths, births, 
marriages, and other interesting event's 
among them ; to identify myself in fact 
as [ am in feeling with them, and with 
the generation which has sprung up, 
whilst I have been from home serving 
them. 
I wish to put my private affairs 


to rights, and if I can, with ihc blessing- 
of Providence, to re-establish a shatter- 
ed constitution and enfeebled health.

The eighth day of August next will 


be the centenary anniversary of the 
foundation of the City of BALTIMOHR.— 
On the eighth day of August, 1729, the 
original law for laying out a village 
which was the foundation of the pres- 
ent City of Baltimore, was passed by 
the Assembly of this State. 


As it may he unknown to many of 


our readers, we give it to them from 
the original edition of the Laws of the 
State :
